LUCY SAGA The fight to 
move Lucy the elephant 
out of Edmonton’s Valley 
Zoo just went up a notch 
as animal rights groups 
have obtained legal repre¬ 
sentation. 

Zoocheck Canada and 
People for the Ethical 
Treatment of Animals (PE- 
TA) have obtained a legal 
opinion written by promi¬ 
nent Toronto-based lawyer 
Clayton Ruby. 

Ruby said unless the 
City of Edmonton agrees 
by Nov. 19 to allow Lucy to 
be shipped to a sanctuary 
in California, he will file a 
lawsuit alleging that the 
city is violating the Alberta 
Animal Protection Act by 
keeping the sick elephant 
in distress. “This is a veiy 
sick elephant. She’s got 
stress from boredom, she’s 
become obese from lack of 
exercise and she’s got 
arthritis,” Ruby said. 
“Keeping an animal in 
these conditions violates 
the animal protection act.” 

Ruby said he’ll argue 
that the zoo is also violat¬ 
ing provincial standards 
by housing Lucy alone.

Proposed white-collar legislation to include harsher sentences

White-collar criminals 
could face a minimum of 
two years in jail in fraud 
cases involving more than 
$1 million if the Conserva¬ 
tives get their way. 

Minister of Labour Rona 
Ambrose unveiled the pro¬ 
posed legislation yesterday 
and said it’s about time 
white-collar crimes were 
dealt with appropriately. 

“We have seen too many 
people fall victim to fraud¬ 
ulent schemes. Our gov¬ 
ernment has listened and 
we are taking action,” Am¬ 
brose said. 

“Those who take advan¬ 
tage of their fellow Canadi¬ 
ans in this way are crimi¬ 
nals and they absolutely 
must be held accountable 
under the law for what 
they have done.” 

Minister of Justice Rob 
Nicholson will introduce 
legislation today in the 
House of Commons to 
amend the Criminal Code 
in matters related to fraud. 

The proposed legislation 
would introduce “aggravat¬ 
ing factors” for judges to 
consider when handing 
down sentences, includ¬ 


ing: Financial and psycho¬ 
logical impact of the 
crime; the age, health and 
financial situation of its 
victims; and whether the 
fraudster concealed or de¬ 


stroyed related records. 

Other aggravating fac¬ 
tors would include the 
“magnitude, complexity 
and duration” of the fraud 
and “the degree of plan-

“We are committed to 
cracking down on white- 
collar crime and increasing 
justice for victims by pro¬ 
viding tougher sentences 
for the criminals responsi¬ 
ble,” Nicholson said. 

“Canadians want action 
on crime — all types of 
crime — and this govern¬ 
ment is delivering.” 

Jennifer Lofgren is an al¬ 
leged victim of real-estate 
fraud. She and her family 
lost over $80,000 in a an al¬ 
leged scheme and Lofgren 
said this legislation could 
help victims like her. 

“This legislation is an ex¬ 
cellent start,” she said. “It’s 
about punishing those that 
take advantage of innocent 
Canadian families.”

Edmonton homicide detectives release message from man left on victim's voicemail

Edmonton Police homicide 
detectives are hoping a 
mysterious caller can shed 
some light on a recent 
slaying by producing the 
victim’s BlackBerry. 

Detectives believe that 


the victim, Sara Sanders, 
lost her BlackBerry cell¬ 
phone somewhere in the 
city prior to Saturday, Oct. 
10. It’s believed a male 
found the phone and called 
the victim’s home number 
at approximately 8 p.m. on 
that date, in an attempt to 
return it. 

Officers were called to a 


residence near 103 Street 
and 98 Avenue Thursday, 
Oct. 15, where the body of 
Sanders, 28, was discovered 
in her residence. Officers 
are now treating the death 
as a homicide. 

“We are hoping a male 
who found the BlackBeriy 
phone will come forward,” 
said Det. Dale Johnson, 


stressing the man is not 
considered a suspect in the 
homicide investigation. “He 
is not in trouble. (Retrieving 
the phone) would allow us 
to better understand Sara’s 
movements.” 

The caller left no name or 
contact information, and re¬ 
peated attempts by police to 
call the phone have gone 


unanswered. Johnson said 
the phone is either believed 
to be turned off or the bat- 
teiy is dead. 

Anyone with information 
on this investigation or who 
recognizes the voice on the 
recording is asked to call po¬ 
lice immediately at 780-423- 
4567 or Crime Stoppers at 
1-800-222-8477.

Media enjoy less 
freedom: Watchdog 


press The news media got a 
little less free in Canada 
this year, says a watchdog 
group in its annual rank¬ 
ing of press freedom 
worldwide. 

Canada fell to 19th place 
this year from 13th last 
year on Reporters Without 
Borders’ index of freedom 
of the press. The analysis 
covers print, broadcast and 
online journalism in 175 
countries. 

Lawsuits intended to si¬ 
lence critics under the 
weight of the hefty cost of 
a legal defence — known 
as strategic lawsuits 
against public participa¬ 
tion, or SLAPP suits — also 
factored into the drop, said 
Dennis Trudeau, a 
spokesman for Reporters 
Without Borders’ Canadi¬ 
an chapter. 

“There are issues like re¬ 
al protection of sources,” 
he said. 

“Where a reporter could 
theoretically face jail or a 
fine for not revealing his

Vests limited 
to cops, P.I.’s 

B.C. law introduced in anti-gang push 


British Columbia is 
introducing what it says is 
the first law in Canada re¬ 
stricting the sale and pos¬ 
session of body armour as 
part of its anti-gang push, 
but it hopes Ottawa and 
other provinces follow 
suit. 

The law makes illegal 
possession of bullet-resis¬ 
tant vests liable to fines of 
up to $10,000 and a maxi¬ 
mum six months in jail. 

Sales will be restricted to 
law-enforcement agencies 
and private security and in¬ 
vestigation firms that will 
have to prove a need and 
whose employees will face 
criminal record checks. 

Businesses selling the 
lightweight vests must be 
licensed and those break¬ 


ing the law could be fined 
up to $100,000 and their 
managers jailed up to six 
months. 

B.C. Solicitor General 
Kash Heed said the bill ful¬ 
fills a promise included in 
Premier Gordon Camp¬ 
bell’s law-and-order, seven- 
point plan last February 
that featured funding for 
more police and prosecu¬ 
tors targeting gangs.

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Judge releases video evidence in Toronto 18 case 


terrorism A judge has re¬ 
leased video evidence in 
the prosecution of the so- 
called Toronto 18. 

Justice Bruce Durno 
made the videos available 
today, including one that 
shows a suspect testing a 
bomb detonator that’s trig¬ 
gered by a cellphone. 


The videos were part of 
the case against Zalcaria 
Amara, who earlier this 
month became the fourth 
member of the group to 
plead guilty in the plot to 
wreak havoc on Canadian 
targets. 

Amara, 24, was among 
18 people arrested in a plot 


to cause bloodshed and 
panic in Canada, including 
bombing RCMP headquar¬ 
ters and nuclear-power 
plants and attacking Parlia¬ 
ment. 

The arrests made inter¬ 
national headlines when 
police swooped down on 
the group in the summer 


of 2006. 

Four of group members, 
including Amara, have 
pleaded guilty and one was 
convicted after a trial. 

Charges were stayed or 
dropped against seven peo¬ 
ple and six men still face 
trial.

And these migrants certain¬ 
ly arrived by the back door. 

Or, now that they’re 
here, should we dutifully 
process their claims, and if 
they convince us that they 
are legitimate refugees 
from oppression or vio¬ 
lence in Sri Lanka, should 
we welcome them in, not 
to mention their families 
waiting in the wings to see 
if the big gamble pays off? 

Here’s the thing: We owe 
it to all those legitimate 
noses pressed to the glass, 
Promised Land on the other 
side, to make absolutely 
sure these men don’t face 
real danger back home. If 
not, home they go. 

Otherwise, how can we 
continue to ask everyone 
else to wait patiently for 
their turn?

A warning about the state 
of the economy from the 
Bank of Canada drove 
down the loonie by nearly 
two cents yesterday, wip¬ 
ing out recent gains in a 
matter of hours. 

In one of the gloomier 
reports in months, the cen¬ 
tral bank’s governing coun¬ 
cil declared a strong loonie 
would threaten Canada’s 
recoveiy, saying its recent 
rise had already more than 
offset encouraging signs 
seen over the summer. 

“(The) heightened volatil¬ 
ity and persistent strength 
in the Canadian dollar are 
working to slow growth 
and subdue inflation pres¬ 
sures,” the bank said. 

As expected, it kept the 
policy interest rate moored 
at the historic low of 0.25 
per cent, the level it’s been 
at since the spring. 

The impact of the state¬ 
ment could be seen 
instantly — the currency 
dropped a cent within min¬ 
utes and kept falling. The 
currency was at 95.35 cents 
US at mid-afternoon, down 
1.8 cents US from Monday.

A number of government 
initiatives launched this 
year could be helping 
small businesses not only 
survive, but thrive, in the 
face of an economic down¬ 
turn. 

Julie King is the publish¬ 
er and managing editor of 
canadaone.com, an On¬ 
tario-based website that fo¬ 
cuses on growing and start¬ 
ing Canadian businesses. 
She says that as unemploy¬ 
ment rates in Canada were 
rising, so too were the 
number of people starting 
their own businesses. 

“There’s definitely been 
an upswing,” she said. 

Katherine Roos, small 
business manager for the 
City of Toronto, agrees. 

“Absolutely we see the 
relationship between the 
recession, unemployment 
and business creation,” she 
said. “When there’s an eco¬ 
nomic downturn, there are 
more people starting busi¬ 
nesses to make employ¬ 
ment opportunities for 
themselves.” 

According to Industry 
Canada statistics, there 
were 2.6 million self-em¬ 
ployed workers in Canada 
last year, representing 
around 15 per cent of all 
employed workers in the 
country. The number 
reached an all-time high of 



As unemployment rates in 
Canada were rising, so too 
were the number of people 
starting their own businesses. 

2.66 million in the fourth 
quarter of 2008 and de¬ 
creased slightly to 2.63 mil¬ 
lion in the first quarter of 
2009. 

A report by BMO Capital 
Market Economics re¬ 
leased this month states 
that self-employment “has 
risen sharply during the fi¬ 
nancial crisis and ensuing 
recession, but it also re¬ 
flects the growing number 
of retirees who shift to self- 
employment.” 

King says a number of 
new government initia¬ 
tives launched this year to 
help small businesses 
through the recession. One 
is the federal Business 
Credit Availability Pro¬ 
gram, which is expected to 
make available $5 billion 
in loans and credit support 
to Canadian businesses. 


Another is the Work-Shar¬ 
ing program, which helps 
employers avoid laying off 
employees during periods 
of slow business activity by 
supplementing reduced 
wages with employment 
insurance benefits. 

The Canada Small Busi¬ 
ness Financing Program, 
which encourages finan¬ 
cial institutions to make 
their financing available to 
small businesses, also 
upped its limit to $500,000 
from $250,000 in April. 

“There’s actually no bad 
time, ever, to start a busi¬ 
ness,” said Roos, noting 
that Disney and Hewlett 
Packard both started dur¬ 
ing recessions. “There are 
always going to be oppor¬ 
tunities. What I do say to 
entrepreneurs, though, is 
this is a more important 
time than ever to have a 
good business plan.” 

Cerina Wheatland, busi¬ 
ness adviser at Small Busi¬ 
ness B.C., emphasizes the 
importance of researching 
the market, choosing a 
good location and having 
enough capital at startup.

“We can handle this like 
mature men, right Mr.

She’s slow; she has break¬ 
downs. But people love 
her. The Trabant, the once- 
infamous East German car, 
has become a cult object. 

“The government told us 
‘make a car without metal,”’ 
recalls Dr. Werner Lang, the 
former technical director of 
the Trabant factory. “At that 
time the GDR didn’t have 
any steel production, and 
the government wanted to 
make a car without import¬ 
ed materials.” 

In 1957 the Trabant made 
its debut. “We kept improv¬ 
ing it, and in the ’60s we 
even built a successor car 
that we could export to 
Western Europe,” explains 
Lang. “But the government 
stopped the idea. They 
thought the Trabant was 
good enough.” 

When the Berlin Wall 
fell, many East Germans 
quickly got rid of their 
much-ridiculed “Trabis.” 

“People were stupid giv¬ 
ing up their Trabants in fa¬ 
vor of rusty Western cars”, 
says Lang. “The Trabant is a 
good car that you can travel 
far with and that you can 
fix and fidget with yourself. 
It’s a sweet victory that Tra¬ 
bant has become so popu¬ 
lar since the end of the 
GDR.” 

Indeed it has. Today 
there are close to 200 Trabi 
fan-clubs around the world; 
in 2007, over 20,000 fans 
gathered in Zwickau to cel¬ 
ebrate the car’s 50th an- 
niversaiy.

Levy heard, but not seen

Eugene Levy has all but 
disappeared from appear¬ 
ing on film. The SCTV leg¬ 
end — who’s memorable 
on-screen creations 
include nightclub hack 
Bobby Bittman or Jim’s 
well-intentioned dad from 
the American Pie film fran¬ 
chise — has been hiding in 
a recording studio quite a 
lot lately. 

“Evidently, no one wants 
to see my face,” joked the 
Canadian funnyman dur¬ 
ing a recent interview to 
discuss his latest role in 
the computer-animated 
family film, Astro Boy. It’s 
the star’s third voice-ap¬ 
pearance in a movie in as 


many years. 

“The odd thing about 
this kind of work is you’ve 
got to go in with an empty 
head and be prepared to 
give (the filmmakers) 
whatever they want,” said 
Levy of his recent ven¬ 
tures in voice-act¬ 
ing. “The very first 
animated thing I 
did, I remember 
going in and look¬ 
ing at the pages 
and then preparing 
and studying and fig¬ 
uring, ‘Okay, I’m going to 
give them something dif¬ 
ferent here.’ 

“Then you go in and you 
give it to them and they 
say, ‘Well, that’s wonderful 
and now try it this way,’ 
and then you realize that 
you’re going to go through 


10, 15, 20 variations on 
every line.” 

Lucky for Levy, his exten¬ 
sive experience as one of 
the writers and actors be¬ 
hind the heavily-adlibbed 
comedy hits Best in Show 
and A Mighty Wind 
(for which he actu¬ 
ally won a Gram¬ 
my Award) have 
added value in 
the voice booth. 
“I’m a character 
actor and I get the 
supporting roles — 
and even in the animation, 
they’re supporting roles — 
which means there’s really 
more flexibility to go off- 
script.” 

In the case of Astro Boy, 
Levy plays Orrin, a neurot¬ 
ic, bumbling android-ser¬ 
vant to young Toby, the 


enigmatic little boy who 
turns into a robotic super¬ 
hero. 

“You can’t beat a good 
superhero,” said Levy 
when asked about the on¬ 
going popularity of the 
Japanese character, who 
first appeared in a 1951 


comic. “This is a robot 
who is created in the like¬ 
ness of a little boy and he’s 
got human feelings ... for 
this kind of an audience, 
you can’t really beat that 
as your hero — a little guy 
who can kick ass and he’s 
got a heart of gold.”

2 eggs, beaten 

1 cup (250 ml) milk 

2 tbsp (25 ml) lemon juice 

3 cups (750 ml) coarsely 
crushed saltines (about 66 
crackers) 

2 tsp (10 ml) finely 
chopped onion 
1/4 tsp (1 ml) salt 
1/4 tsp (1 ml) pepper 
2 cans (14-3/4 OZ./418 g 
each) salmon, drained, 
bones and skin removed 

DILL SAUCE: 

2 tbsp (25 ml) all-purpose 
flour 

1 tsp (5 1) snipped fresh 
dill or 1/2 tsp (2 ml) dill 
weed 

1/4 tsp (1 ml) salt 
Dash pepper 
Dash nutmeg 
1-1/2 cups milk 

METHOD: 

1. In large bowl, beat eggs, 


milk, lemon juice, 
saltines, onion, salt and 
pepper. Add salmon and 
mix well. Shape into 
twelve 3-in. (7.5 cm) 
patties. Place in greased 
15-in. x 10-in. x 1-in. (38 
cm x 25.5 cm x 2.5 cm) 
baking pan. Bake at 350 F 
(180 C) 30-35 minutes or 
until lightly browned. 

2. Meanwhile, melt butter 
in pot. Stir in flour, dill, 
salt, pepper and nutmeg 
until smooth. Gradually 
add milk. Bring to boil; 
cook and stir 2 minutes or 
until thickened. Serve 
with patties.
